OOnCSTOWH, 


In the court news that appeared in the 


Gazette last week was'a brief reference to 
the remarks of Judge Yerkes concerning 
violations of the liquor law accomplished 
by resorting to the organization of clubs 
or systematic congregation of meu and 
boys at some place where liquor Is con- 
sumed openly upon the plea that the one 
in whose house it is drunk Is performing 
an act of hospitality. The remarks of the 
court hare attracted attention in distant 
parts of the State, and as they applied to 
the Bristol oases heard during the week 
they are given in full. They are as fol- 
lows t 


It most be understood that the pro- 


visions of the law against furnishing by 
sale, gift or otherwise intoicioatina drinks 
on election day, on Sundays, to minors, or 
persons of known intemperate habits, or 
to persons while visibly affected by intoxi- 
cating drinks, applies to a case where per- 
sons join together and by mutual contri- 
butions purchase liquors for their own use 
on the prohibited days, or where they, or 
any of them, belong to the prohibited 
classes. . The .expression "otherwise" 
furnish is a comprehensive one. 
Its ap- 


plication is not confined to oases where 
one enclusiely furnishes the drinks, bat 
applies equally where be contributes to- 
ward procuring the supplies, and he can- 
not destroy the criminality of the act by 
himself partaking'of the supplies thus 
fur- 


nished alone with the others. 


The fact that the liquor is procured by 


contribution eliminates any question of 
hospitality from the case. There can be 
no hospitality on the part of the owner of 
a house in permitting men to drink liquor 
at his table for which they, themselves 
pay. 


In stating this position, and by the de- 


positions of this case, the Court proposes 
that H shall be publicly known in every 
alley and byway of Bristol and the other 
boroughs, and ID every nook and corner of 
this county, that as a matter of law two or 
more minors or two or more drunken loaf- 
ers cannot meet together and "chip In" or 
contribute to buy liquors for their own use, 
or the use of any of them, and thereby 
evade the penalties of the 17th section of 
the Act of 1887. 
In such case each is 


guilty of furnishing to the other, and, 
upon conviction, will receive the severest 
punishment. 


TVe instruct the Constables that it is 


their duty to inquire into all places where 
they have reason to believe this practice 
prevails, and to report persons and places 
where they learn of the offence. Further- 
more, they are to report all wholesale 
dealers who sell liquor to such persons. 


In addition, we now give notice that 


hereafter, if it shall appear in the course 
of any trial that any licensed dealer fur- 
nishes liquors to such persons, or their 
representatives as clubs, or under any oth- 
er name, the renewal of license will be 
refused to snch dealer as an unfit person 
without farther notice. 


We propose to strike at the root of this 


worst form of the violation of the liquor 
laws, and if the citizens and officers in 
Bristol will show their good intentions in 
works rather than by proclaiming them in 
useless bombast, such institutions as the 
"Owl 
Club," the "Suicide Olub," and the 


'West End Club" will be but a memory 
as unknown in Bristol as in the desert. 


The report of the Grand Jury was made 


too late to publish hist week. It 
WHS 


quite a lengthy report, and touched upon 
matters not often referred to in a general 
way by such bodies, A few -extracts may 
be of Interest to the Gazette's readers. 
They are as tallows: 


In view of the terror which has of late 


spread over the State as the result of the 
kidnapping of children for the purpose 
of levying blackmail, we suggest to our 
Hepresentatives, and trust that they may 
succeed, In having enacted a law of such 
rigor as may jdeter the evil disposed from 
the perpetration of this offence; 


We are gratified at the tendency towards 


better highways upon the part of certain 
townships and Supervisors throughout the 
county, and notice that where modern 
methods of road improvement have been 
employed the general public has received 
great convenience and benefit therefrom, 
and a betterment of the condition of pro- 
perty and society in many ways. But we 
also deplore the disposition of the Super- 
visors of Durham township who have stone 
crashers and improved facilities for mak- 
ing and keeping in condition their roads, 
in resorting to primitive methods for the 
gratification -ef such taxpayers who desire 
to "work out" (heir road tax. 


We have examined the statement of the 


finances of Bucks county and approve of 
the manngemcot of county affairs as con- 
ducted by the present Board of County 
Commissioners. 


The Grand Jury advised that more eco- 


nomy be observed at the County House 
as the appropriations are increasing, and 
suggested that a library be established for 
the inmates. 'The Steward and matron 
were complimented upon their manage- 
ment of the institution.

TULLYTOWN. 


What might have been a very serious ac- 


cident occurred a week ago last Tuesday, 
the 29th ultimo, at the overhead bridge 
crossing the Pennsylvania railroad at the 
north line of the borough. Dr. O. H. Bead 
was driving across the bridge when his 
hone became frightened by the line of 
freight oars occupying one of the main 
tracks at this point and bolted down the 
hill toward the town. Near the foot of 
the grade the horse brought up against 
the wagon of William Leigh, throwing the 
Doctor through the glass front of the car- 
riage and inflicting a gash in his head 
shout tout inches in length. The wound 
was dragged and sewed up by Dr. Richards, 
of Fallisngton, and while Dr. Read was 
seriously weakened by loss of blood, his 
pluck and enemy enabled him not only to 
undergo the operation of closing 
the 


wound without the use o' anesthetics bat 
to go about and attend to his practice a 
feiw days after the accident. The carriage 
is almost a complete wreck by reason of 
thecolllsiod with Mr. Leigh's farm wagon. 


The massing of freight cars by the rail- 


road company has been frequently com- 
plained of by drivers using this road, and 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company owes 
it to itself, as well as to the community, 
to abate this nuisance. 


The regular meeting! of Borough Coun- 


cil was held last Monday evening. Tbe 
principal business of the evening was the 
passage of a resolution petitioning the 
County Commissioners to rebuild: the 
bridge over Tullytown creek. 


By the condemnation of the turnpike 


this bridge, which is in very bad condition, 
must be taken in charge either by the bor- 
ough or by the county. As the line of 
Main street is one of the most frequently 
travelled roads in the lower end of the 
county it seems no more than fair that the 
county should take charge of this Bridge.

tors.

Members of Oofigreu are allowed mile-, 


«ge at the rate of 20 cent., which Is al- 
together more than tbe cost of it to them, 
iind is therefore an injustice to the pub- 
lie. Snob compensation would pay their 
railroad fare, Pullman expenses, meals 
inroule, tips to the porter and leave a tidy 
sum over. In many parts of the country 
tariff rates are not over 8 cents per mile, 
»nd in the East they are even less than 
this. Nowhere do they approach 20 cents. 
The granting of exorbitant mileage is in 
<x>neequenc« bnt a roundabout way of add- 
ing to the Congressional salary. 
If the 


Kalary is too small it should be openly and 
frankly increased, and the mileage fiction 
ollminated. 


There are men in Congress who do not 


pay railroad fare. They have passes thrust 
upon them, but these same men may be 
observed accepting their mileage just as 
the rest do. If they pay full fare they are 
making good wages. For the Hawaiian 
delegate's trip the country must foot a 
bill of $1,000, which at a moderate esti- 
mate is three times more than the trip 
could have cost him if he paid full rates 
the entire distance. 
It would be well to 


conduct this phase of the national business 
in a business-like way. Let the traveling 
statesman take a receipt for his legitimate 
expenditures and be reimbursed out of 
tbe treasury, or let him have as much 
more salary as will preclude the privilege 


f putting la an absurd account for ex- 
penses to which he has not been subject. 


A bill has been introduced into the Leg- 


islature, with a good prospect of passing 
both Houses, to create liquor license com- 
missions, olacing the functions now exer- 
cised by the court in the hands of commis- 
sioners In each county. The bill provides 
for throe persons by the court in each 
county to serve for three years. 
These 


commissioners (ball sit in the court house 
of the county at such times as they shall 
deem necessary for the proper performance 
of their duties and hear applications for 
licenses in the some manner as is done by 
tho courts at present. Each commissioner 
shall receive $10 a day to be paid out of 
the license fees. The purpose of the bill 
is not clear unless it is intended to relieve 
the judges of n part of their labors. In 
this county, at least, the departure will be 
regretted, If the bill becomes a law.

County Commissioners may pay $500 
nnnually to Historical Societies to defray 
their running expenses. The Republican 
said: 


Wo do not believe that Senator Rice will 


nrgu this bill for passage. He has pro- 
bably introduced it merely to oblige some 
one or more of his constituents who are 
Interested in Historical Societies but who 
want their expenses defrayed without the 
necessity of going down into their own 
Iiookets for the money. Historical Socie- 
ties generally, we do not believe, want this 
appropriation. They do not care to be- 
come the objects of charity. They prefer 
to pay the expenses of their respective or- 
ganizations themselves and be free and in- 
dependent. There have been instances, 
however, when Historical Societies have 
beenjrun largely in the interests of certain* 
of its officials who used the organization 
for their own pecuniary profit. Of course, 
such Societies would be glad to get an 
annual appropriation from the county in 
order that the" pickings of its officials 
might be augmented. Proper encourage- 
ment of Historical Societies is .all right. 
The appropriation bill referred to is not 
of that character. Either Senator Rice 
has been Imposed upon or he has acted 
merely as an intermediary. He has a - re- 
cord that is opposed to the misappropri- 
ation of public funds, and he will not fav- 
or the passage of an appropriation which 
he does not believe is fully justified.

Ott« Roife In low Jortoy. 


The energy which the people of New 


Jersey are displaying In the direction of 
improved roads might be profitably- emu- 
lated by the people of this and other 
States. As rapidly as possible miles ot 
almost impassable sand roads are being 
transformed into safe, smooth and easy 
driving highways, and there are few 
counties that have not at least some of 
this type. 


In dealing,with the question' of roads 


and road making the New Jersey autho- 
rities proceed on the theory that the high- 
ways belong to the general public, regard- 
less of residence. Acting on this assump- 
tion, the Legislature has ordained that 
when two-thirds of the property owners 
along a certain road desire its improve- 
ment and agree to pay 10 per cent, of the 
cost, the state shall give aid to complete 
the work to the amount of one-third the 
whole, and the county to settle the bal- 
ance of the bill. 


The movement for better roads in New 


Jersey began less than ten yean ago, and 
the State's Aid act was the outcome. As 
with most great movements this one at 
the outset met with bitter opposition 
because it was not thoroughly understood. 
It Was feared that taxation would be 
heavier, but with clearer comprehension 
of the benefits arising, and the fears! of 
extra taxation having been shown to be 
groundless, the opposition practically died 
out, and some of those who were the most 
strenuous in fighting are now among the 
foremost advocates of the movement. 
In 


every county, except six, State aid has 
been extended, fully 1,000 miles of im- 
proved roads constructed and applications 
have been made for 500 miles more in 
excess of those for which contracts have 
been awarded. 


The completed work has cost the Stat 


and counties $2,001,475, and that wbic 
is under way will take about $600,001 
more. This aggregate sum Is not larcr 
when it is considered that the sum cove: 
the expenditures of about eight year 
and when it is realized how vast are th 
benefits which have resulted to the-peop 
of the State. Henry Q. Budd, the Stat 
Road Commissioner, clearly shows, in 
recent interview, what some of these bene 
fits are. He says: 


"Stone roads-place the farmer almos 


at the door of the consumer, saving man 
intermediates, all of whom are forced 
have a profit. His increased loads, th 
saving in transportation, the dispenein 
with the commission men and the delivei 
ing of the produce to the grocers' or con 
Burners' doors has resulted in saving 
the Individual farmer sums ranging from 
$10 to $20 on eacjj load. Therefore, yoi 
cannot wonder that the movement ha 
been popular with the farmers.

State aid for good road making, and, a 
a consequence, has more miles of im 
proved highways than any other State i 
the Union. It will not be an easy tas 
to overtake it in this good work; but 
nevertheless, this and other States migh 
try, for the principle is a sound one.

and Patrick Lafferty, of the Sharon Hill 
?tock larm, were called before Magistrate 
3unningham, in Philadelphia, to answer 
lothe charge of conspiracy, embezzlement, 
larceny and attempt to defraud. 


Mrs. Cox and Mrs. Banes were present 


at tbe hearing. 
Mrs. Cox testified that 


she and her sister were the bonn fide own- 
ers of the property, and that Winter, their 
Brother, was plpced in charge of the farm 
'or 4he time oeing as agent, she fnrnish- 
ng all the money for the purchase of the 
farm, and st ck and for the running ex- 
penses. The deed for the farm, she testi- 
5ed, was made out in the name of Edward 
Winter because he was her brother and she 


jlieved him honest? 
For the money advanced she took no 


writings or receipts. Twenty thousand 
dollars was paid for the property, of which 
S8000 was a cash payment. 
For the re- 


naming $12,000 a mortgage was given. 
Since the creation of the mortgage further 
payments had been made and the mort- 
gage reduced to $4300. 
, 


She also stated that through her attor- 


ney her brother, Winter, had offered to 
settle the affair and sign over the farm 
and stock to her and Mrs. Banes on the 
payment of $12,000, ol which she under- 
stood Patrick Lafferty was to leceive 
$5000. 


By her statement or«r $10,000 had been 


expended in the purchase of stock, the 
money having been furnished by her to 
Winter, and all stock sold by Winter was 
under her authority, he acting as her 
agent. 


She also claimed that she had papers 


and telegrams to show that Winter was her 
agent, and had received instructions from 
her to buy and sell. 


Last November trouble began between 


the sisters and their brother, and she was 
informed that the staMion Oakland Baron 
had been taken away, and Winter had 
threatened to "do her up." 
Winter got 


vmoney from her to pay the wages of the 
men at htr house and to pay for feed and" 
horses. Oakland Baron had been taken 
away without her consent; also the other 
horses after the bill in equity filed had 
enjoined Lafferty or Winter from remoi- 
ing any of the farm property. 


The cane was contineud for a further 


hearing on Thursday, when other witness- 
es will be heard and a decision rendered 
by the magistrate.
